Curious Agreement Kept In Germany 
For Over Two Centuries 

One pfennig rental, has been paid 
annually for the past 250 years by the 
Same tenant family’ to the house of 
Rantzau, at Itzehoe, Germany, for 10 
acres of land. A pfennig equals one- 
fourth of a cent. The recipient this 
‘year is the ‘amily of Count Ulrich K. 
Brockdorff-Rantzau,; Germany's chief 
delegates at the Paris peace confer- 
ence. Because of the scarcity of sil- 
ver pfennigs, with which the original 
agreement provided that the rental be 
paid, the same coin has-been used in 
the transaction for twenty-five years. 
Each year the coln is received with 
great formality and handed back, to 
the farmer so that-he may “pay” again 
the followiug year. The curious 
agreement commenced when the orig- 
‘inal Count Rantzau, hunting on horse- 
|Back on the border éf his large estate 
|near Itzehoe, rode into a swamp. His 
horse sank tmmediately. The count 
shouted for help and Rheinhard Brau- 
er, a neighboring farmer, succeeded 
at the peril of his life in rescuing the 
nobleman, Brauer spurned a cash 
reward, but Count Rantzau insisted on 
showing his gratitude in some manner, 
“Well,” said Brauer, “if you must give 
me something, let me havo the marsh 
from which I rescued you.” The 
count agreed, on the condition that 
Brauer and his descendants pay to 
Count Rantzau and his descendants an 
annual rental of ono silver pfennig. 


Another Theory About 
Discovery Of America 


Columbus Was 700 Years Late Accord- 
Ing To New Story 

A disconnected story in Latin and 
Hebrew Inscriptions on leaden crosses 
and tmplements of war belleved by 
some to date back to the eighth or 
ninth century may tell of a discovery 
of America some 700 years before Col- 
umbus’ renowned yoyage—but many 
scientists are skeptical of the find. 

Dr. C. J. Harle, former professor 
of geology at. the University ot 
Arizona, and director of the execava- 
j tion work, ¢.sserts that the relics un- 
| covered recently under a lime Kiln 
near here may shed new light on the 
early history of America. 

Dr. Harlo nas a theory that a group 
of Roman Jews landed’ in America 
about 775 A.D., joined with natives of 
the southwest and established a king- 
dom that lasted approximately 100 
years, until the natives revolted and 
overthrew the rulers of the nation. 

Professor Frank Fowler, head of 
the University’s department of classt- 
cal languages, {s reported to . have 
translated the inscriptions on the 
crosses and other relics, which tell of 
being carried out to sea and of dis- 
| covering a new land. A dynasty of 
|Kings is referred to, beginning with 
Theodorus and including seven Israets.

Nearly ‘Rental bs Seal? 


Production Costs. 
Of Wheat In 1925 


Estimated Cost of Production on a 
Western Farm Is 95c a Bushe] 

The cost of producing wheat 
throughout the prairie provinces in 
1925 has been approximately 95 cents 
per buskel. This calculation has 
been based on the estimated average 
yield of 17 bushels per acre and upon 
what are regarded to be the prevailing 
rates of wages, Interest, tixes, ma- 
chinery, seed, twire and hail insurance. 
Where the yields have been larger 
than 17 bushels per acre or where 
costs, for any reason, have been be- 
low the average, then the cost of pro- 
ducing wheat would be below 95 cénts 
per bushel. In fact, each individual 
farmer would have a different cost de- 
pending upon how favorable. the sea- 
son has been in his particular locality 
and upon the efficiency of his farming. 
—Medicine Hat News.

Damascus, where the French and 
the Druses are now in conflict, 1s 
known to the Arabs as Esh-Shawis, tho 
City of the West, for long before Rome 
was born it was a mighty capital and 
a “pts bot of trade at the farthest 
extremity of the then known world. 

‘Trade routes do not change, and to- 
day In its bazaars and streets you may 
see, haggling and bartering wares of 
Central Asia and the Farthest East, 
the very types’ that thronged them 
when King David's armies entered it 
in triumph, : 

Cutting right through the city is the 
“Street Called Straight.” The corru- 
gated iron roofs are new, but the white, 
almost windowless walls are as they 
were in his day. “And everywhere Is 
running water. The River Barada, 
tumbling down through the steep rav- 
ines and gorges of the Lebanon, the 
home“of the Druses, that overhangs 
the city, is splft artificially into five 
channels so age-old that it is only by 
an effort that one realizes that they 
are canals and not natural rivers, And 
through the heart of the city there 
flows today, “Abana, river of Damas- 
cus,” which Naaman the Syrian prats- 
ed, 

The silk looms that gave damask its 
name as whirling silk, and the armor- 
ers who forged the famed Damascus 
blades are no more. When Tamér 


ed the city he carried off to his own 
capital at Samarkand every sword- 
smith, 

It is no trifling prize, this clty of a 
quarter of a million inhabitants. David, 
Alexander, Saladin and Napoleon III. 
have all held it, and today, thougn 
electric tramway-cars clang through 
Its streets and telephone wires stretch 
overhead, it {s still the city that saw 
the Saracen walls built on Roman foun- 
dations or the Ommavad mosque rear- 
ed on the ruins of the Church of St. 
John and the buried fragments of the 
Temple of the Sun.

How Lead Pencils Are Made 


Graphite,"Clay and Water Used For 
Making the “Lead” 

The word “pencil” originally meant 
® small fine-pointed brush used in 
painting; “pencil” being derived from 
the Latin word “pencillus—a Little 
tail.” 

In 1795 a Frenchman, N. J. Coute 
of Paris, invented a process for mak- 
ing lead pencils, This process, im- 
proved on, {fs in use today, 

In the manufacture of pencils, gra- 
phiite, clay and water are used in mak- 
ing the lead, the wood being almost in- 
variably. Virginian or Florida cedar, 
which {fs straight-grained and easily: 
cut. 

Tho graphite fs firat reduced to a 
powder, and is mixed with clay” and 
water until it is Ike dough. The 
dough 1s forced through dies, which 
are the same diameter as the lead In 
a pencil. The long sticks of dough 
are then dried and cut into pencil 
lengths, afterwards being heated until 
all the moisture in the dough has 
evaporated, 

The sticks are then put {nto sem!- 
circular,” or semi-hexagonal grooves 


cut in a slab of wood, and a similar} 


plece of wood lald on the first, and 
firmly glued. 

The block of wood fs then cut up 
into pencils, which must be shaped, 
polished and varnished ready for the 
market. | 

Colored~ pencils pre made fn the 
same way, colored ptgments being 
added to the dough.

Alberta Cattle Sold 
On Chicago Market 


Brought Record Price of Eleven Fifty 
Per Hundredweight 

A. E, Cross, a well known rancher 
in Alberta, has again topped the Chi- 
cago market with Canadian-bred range 
steers. A recent shipment from his 
ranch near Nanton, Alta,, brought 
$11.50 per hundredweight at Chicago 
for 33 head in competition with about 
3,000 range cattle on the market the 
same day, 

A prominent Chicago commission 
dealer reports, that this is the highest 
price paid this Beason for straight 
Grass cattle. The steers sold by Mr. 
Cross averaged 1,395 Ibs. per head. 

Mr. Cross started in the early days 
of Alberta ranching. He bought a 
number of ordinary cows from British 
Columbia in 1884; that was tho begin- 
ning of his present thriving herd. He 
crossed these cows with the best bulls 
he could procure, Shorthorn and Here- 
fords. None of the animals sent to 
Chicago by Mr. Cross had ever been 
in a stable or been fed a bit of grain. 
They roam all winter in the open. A 
duty of two cents a pound was pald 
into the United States customs. The 
price on the Winnipeg market for 
these cattle would have been only 
seven cents a pound, instead of 1144 
cents recelyed in Chicago, 


Heifer Sets High Mark 


Jersey Bred by Dominion Experimental 
Statlon at Summerland, B.C. 

Exceeding the former champion's 
record by 17 pounds of butter fat, the 
senior yearling Jersey helfer, ‘“Far- 
leigh St. Mawes Retta,” owned and de- 
veloped by the Dominion experimental 
Station at Summerland, British Col- 
umbla, has just established a new 
world’s record for her breed and age,
